: Table 3 gives details of lumber and tie shipments, by months, for Coast mills and 
Interior mills separately. Shipments by truck, by rail and waterborne are shown for 
each Canadian province, to points in the United States, to the United Kingdom and to © 
other countries, for all mills reporting. Total estimated shipments of non-report- §@ 
ing mills are also given. It is to be noted, however, that some lumber originally 
reported as having been shipped to points in British Columbia may have been re- shipped 
to other provinces or exported by the purchasers and reported by them also, thereby 
causing a certain amount of duplication.

Stocks 
Table 4 gives particulars of stocks of lumber and ties at sawmills by months. It © 
distinguishes between stocks sold but not shipped and stocks unsold, and between ‘ 
stocks at Coast and Interior mills, by species. Total stocks at Coast mills in 
July and August, 1960 amounted to 365,179 M ft. and 362,016 M ft. as compared with © 
245,024 M ft. and 263,954 M ft. in July and August of 1959. Interior mills stocks ~ 
increased from 240,167 M ft. in July to 244,199 M ft. in August, 1959 and increased 
from 348,329 M ft. in July to 375,166 M ft. in August, 1960.

Orders on Hand

prices received from the sale of livestock and poultry and eggs. Major reductions, 

from the previous month, occurred in Prince Edward Island where the number fell from 
213.9 to 188.4, a decrease of 25.5 points; in New Brunswick a fall occurred from 

228.4 to 207.2, a decrease of 21.2 points; and in Nova Scotia the fall was much less 
Severe, from 223.8 to 216.1, a decrease of 7.7 points.

The index of farm prices of agricultural products rose for the fourth con< 
secutive month when it increased from 253.3 in June to 258.3 in July. This repre- 
sents a gain of nearly 12 points over the low point, so far this year of 246.6 re= 
corded for both February and March. Between June and July substantial price 
increases occurred for both livestock and potatoes. Prices for poultry and eggs 
made minor gains while those for grains and dairy products remained practically 
unchanged.

The sharp upswing in the index of farm prices between July and August of this

The index of farm prices of agricultural products is estimated at 276.8 for 
October, 2.8 points above the revised figure of 274.0 for September and 12.2 points 
above the figure of 264.6 for October 1965. The gain in the index between September 
and October of this year reflects increases of varying amounts for most of the items 
included in the index. The rise between October 1965 and October 1966 is attrib- 


utable for the most part to a general increase in all commodity prices except 
potatoes.
